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Shooting has forever changed Texas community

SUTHERLAND SPRINGS, TEXAS — Terrie Smith, the 
owner of Theresa’s Kitchen, which advertises “fresh 
homemade breakfast tacos,” stood against a brick railing 
in front of her store, dressed in blue jeans and a black top, 
kneading turquoise rosary beads in her hands. 

Her restaurant inside the S S Express convenience 
store is directly across the street from the First Baptist 
Church, where 26 people were killed Sunday in the dead- 
liest mass shooting in modern Texas history. 

Smith was in the parking lot when the shooting began 
not long after the 11 a.m. church service began. 

“I started yelling, ‘Get down, get down!” Smith said 
Monday morning, her sobs choking off her words. “We

Voters weigh potential 
effects of tall buildings

TUSAYAN - Seconds after rounding 
the highway curve on the final stretch 
to the Grand Canyon’s South Rim en- 
trance, the first sign appears: Yes on 
400. Housing. Jobs. Independence. 

The ballot measure being decided 
today is the latest push in a decades- 
long effort to build new hotels, bou- 
tique shops and commercial centers in 
Tusayan, a tiny town that millions of 
people pass through on the way to the 
Grand Canyon each year. 

A simple majority of 262 registered 
voters will decide the all mail-in elec- 
tion that could have huge conse- 
quences for the landscape and skyline 
surrounding one of the most-visited 
national parks in the country. An Ital- 
ian real-estate developer is a major 
landowner in town and wants to 
change the law to raise the maximum 
building height to 65 feet, clearing the 
way for a hotel development and other

McCain treated 
for side effects 
of cancer care

Sen. John McCain underwent treat- 
ment over the weekend for what his of- 
fice described as a minor tear in his 
right Achilles tendon and “other nor- 
mal and non-life-threatening side ef- 
fects of cancer therapy.” 

McCain, R-Ariz., is 81 and is serving 
his sixth Senate term. He disclosed in 
July that he has an aggressive, deadly 
form of brain cancer called 
glioblastoma and has been undergoing 
chemotherapy and radiation 
treatment. 

“Senator McCain has returned to 
work in the Senate and will be wearing 
a walking boot until his injured tendon 
is fully healed,” McCain’s office said in 
a written statement. 

On Monday, McCain posted a photo 
of himself on Twitter. He tweeted: “I 
can’t tell you how much I hate wearing 
this boot!” 

McCain was treated in the past few 
days at the Walter Reed Medical Cen- 
ter in Bethesda, Maryland, near Wash- 
ington, D.C.
